Corporal My Maſters of the Jurie, and you my god friendes; 
F:zehs charge the cauſe of our vnerpected and vnaccuſtomed meeting 
che Lurie, at this time is not bnknowen vato vou all, how an vp 
ſtart pamphletmaker and a moſt imurious and Sattrt- 
calFLwbeller hath of late daves done as much as in him 
lieth: not oncly to diſgrace and defame our ſo auncient 
and long continuing p2ofeſſton : but alſo extirpe and o 
uerthꝛow all our cuſfomes, acts and ceremonies, which 
tune out of minde haue beene accuſtomed , and naw are 
dau in vſe and cuſtome among vs, The cauſe of this his 
muddie humour, J cannot gueſſe otherwiſe then this, 
that being wearie of his god name and reputation (1fe- 
uer he had any) is now contented to diſburden himſelfe 
thercoſ: and giues the whole world to vnderſtand, that 
delighting in Nogerie moꝛe then honeſtie: he would ſhew 
himſelle to be little better then a tame Rogue. The mat- 
ter that he buſieth humſelfe about, ſauoureth onelp ran- 
coꝛ and malice: The end whereat he apmeth, tendeth to 
death and deſolation,ſubuerſion of ourſtate and faſhion.

City abꝛoad at night, how vou found this doe left open 
by Pꝛentizes, either to let in their whozes when their 
Maſters be a ſleepe, oꝛ to pur loyn their Maſters gods to 
maintaine their Trulls, here to finde out a Unaue pick⸗ 
ing open a locke bv the helpe of his black Arte, and there 
in a Taploꝛs ſtall hote lururie making rvot. Theſe and 
many moe might you haue buſted your bꝛame about, 
and not thus ſcandalouſly and ſatirically to tyranmze 0- 
nor vs as your Croſbiters do oucr their Simplers. : 
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No, no, Godman Bel⸗man, though we are of the ton 
temned ſoꝛt, vet we haue ſuppoꝛters, and thoſe that will 
fight in our quarrell were pon neuer ſo ſtrong. 

But to the matter , ſurely you thinke pou haue done 
a noble exploit, thus to deſcry and declare to the woꝛlde 
our manner of lining and cuſtomarie lawes, our Innes, 
feaſts, and meetings: And that herein vou haue done the 
part ot a god ſubiect, thus to Anatormze and picture 
out ſuch kinde of people as vou terme baſe, that liue by 
the ſweat of other mens bꝛowes (as pou ſay.) This J 
ſent your reaſon , In deede J will ſav as pon ſap : But 
halt tell pon , pour pꝛaiſe had beene much more the 
greater, if you had ſearched into the particular enoꝛmi⸗ 
ties, x palpable villames committed daily in your Citp: 
Let vs pwze folke liue as wee doe, we doe no man hurt 
but our ſelues, no2 no mans foc but our owne, we haue 
nothing but what other men can ſpare , other mens lca- 
uings are our refreſhings,and if it were not foz vs, much 
god meate would be in danger of Fly blowing, o2 caſt 
to dogges. Af there bee anv in our vocation oz calling, 
that liue diloꝛderlv and gut ofcompaſſe, what trade can 
pou name that doe not the like. If wee ſometimes lie 
with our neighbours wines, is it not vſuall elſe-where : 
{nay herein by pour fauour, we doe beſt paint out the fa- 
milv of Lone, who doe not ſticke but to haue all things 
in common :) If in bowſing we ouer ⸗dꝛinke our ſelues, 
doe not ſome of the beſt in pour City do the like; If ſome 
make little conſcience in lying, (wearing, and ſtealing, 
I thinke fewe of your Trades⸗men goe free : If then it 
be all one in City as in Countrep, among the rich as a- 
mongſt vs poꝛe, and generally in all Trades and Oc⸗ 
cupations deceit and abuſes, ſith it is ſo that he that can- 
not diſſemble cannot liue: why then Gould pou bee ſo 
ſpitefull goodman Saunſbell to inueigh againſt vs poꝛe 
foules aboue the reſt, who of all others, in ſhifting arc 
the moſt Mmpleſt ſoules in this oner wiſe wozld, 
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But pou god fir, like a Spider to entrappe onelp the 
ſ\malleftflies, ſuffer the great ones to flie thꝛough, vou 
ſcow2e the ditch of a company of croaking frogs, when 
you leaue behinde vou an infinite number of venomous 
Toades, you decypher and paint out a pw2e Rogue, 02 a 
Dorie that ſteale and rob hedges of a few ragged clothes 
(which vou can make but petit larciney.) And neuer 
ſpeake of thoſe Aultures that ruine whole Lo:dfhips,

Foꝛ I thinke there be none here but ſuch 
as you call Maunders, Clapperdugeons, and a few Pad- 
ders, and thoſe ofthe meaneſt ſoꝛt, al which A may right- 
ly term vou, & giue vou this one name d2owſie Dꝛones, 
and lowſie Loyterers:and what is a Lopterer o2 Dꝛone, 
nothing but a fucker ofhonie, a ſpoyler of coꝛne, a de⸗ 
ſtroper of ſruit, a waſter of mony, a ſpoyler of victuali,a 
ſucker of blood, a bzeaker of god o2ders, a ſoker of 
bꝛawls, a queller of life a Baſeliſke of a comon-wealth, 
which by companie and ſight doth poyſon a whole conn 
trep, and ſtayneth honeſt minds with the infection of his 
venome, and ſo dꝛaweth the Common wealth to death 
and deſtruction, and ſuch is the end of vour lines com 
manding: when we ſee a great number of flies in a pre, 
we iudg it like to be a great plague: and hauing ſo great 
a ſwarming of loptering vagabonds, x ſturdie Nogues 
readie to bzawte and ſwagger at euery mans doꝛe, doth 
it not declare a greater infection readie to enſue. 

Who therefoze can otherwiſe deme. But that this 
peſtilence wherewith this our flouriſhing Common- 
wealth is ſo plagued with, is aboue all other molt peſti⸗ 
lent, vea and ſa peſtifersus, that indeede there can bee 
no moe hurtfull a thing to a wel gouerned eſtate:and 
therefoꝛe it is not onely moſt odtous , but alſo peffilent 
in that it hath ſpotted the whole Countrev with ſuch a 
ſtaine and blot of idleneſfſe. 

What ſay pou to a number of Uagabonds, and ſtur⸗ 
dy Rogues chat after the ouerthꝛow ofthe enemy, and 
bꝛeaking vp of the Campe, will ſwarme in enery co2ner 
of the Kealme,and not only lie loytering vnder hedges, 
but alſo ſtand ſturdely in Cities, and begge boldly at e⸗ 
uerp doꝛe, leauing labour which they like not, and follo⸗ 
wing Idlenelle which they ſhould not - Fo2 after wars 
it is commonly ſcene that thoſe that went out honeſt, re- 
turne home againe like Royſters : and as they were 
dꝛent to the warres bottome , they haue euer after all 
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their daies an vnſauoꝛy ſmacke thereof , and (mell ſtill 
towards dayMleepers and hedge-creepers,purſe-cutters, 
padders,quarrellers and blod4hedders. | 
Is it not ſene commonly after wars, moze robbing, 
theruing . begging and murdering then befoze- and thoſe 
to ſtand in high waies to aſke Aimes, whom men are a- 
frayd to ſay nay vnto honeſtly , leaſt it be taken away 
from them violently , and haue moze cauſe to ſuſpect 
their ſtrength , then to pittie their neede: men cannot 
ſafely ride in the high way, vnleſſe they ride ſtronge: 
wonke is left at home vndone, and loyterers laze in the 
ürtete, lurke in Ale⸗houſes, and range in the high wales: 
ſturdy knaues play in Towns, and complaine of nere, 
whoſe filchman o2 ſtaffe, if it be once warme in their 
hands, aꝛ ſluggiſhnes bꝛed in their boſome, they will ne- 
uer be allured to wozke, acco2ding to the ſaying that 
vou haue among your ſelues (If you can Cant, you will 
neuer worke)ſhewing, that if they haue bene rogues ſo 
long, that theycan. Cant, they will neuer ſettle them- 
ſelues to labour agame. And what moze novſome 
beaſts in a Common wealth can there be, then pou lop⸗ 
terers are? Diuers vermine deſtroy cone . kill pullen, 
and engines and ſnares are made foꝛthem: but foꝛ your 
ſelues, although you are made men that ſhould haue 
reaſon, vet nothing will ſerue to bꝛidle pou, oꝛ kerpe you 
in compaſſe, vntill pour neck becompaſſed with a With 
oz Halter. | | 
And what a griefe is it to an honeſt man, to labo2 tru⸗ 
ly in vouth, and to gaine painefully by labour, where- 
with toline honeſtly in age, and to haue this gotten in 
along time to be ſuddenly caught and rapt away by 
viatence. | 
Vere the Bel man would haue ſaid moꝛe, and ſcarce 
hitherto could they rekraine themſelues, but with indi 
nation and choler, were ready to teare the phie Bel 
man in peeces amongſt them; fo! the Sunne being in 
Can- 
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Cancer, and the Pidſomer Mone at full: their mindes 
were imbꝛued with ſuch follies, and their heads carried 
away with ſzch vanities, that as men of Athens, they 
would heare no man ſpeake but themſelues, and thought 
nothing well ſaid, but what came out of their owne 
mouthes. But after the ſtoꝛme was paſt, and / an O 
Pes was made fo2 ſflence, in comes a Poſte and Pe- 
Nenger in all haſt from Don-Pourloyningo of Theuen⸗ 
gen, to the Maſters and gouernours of this wicked Ka- 
blement, in this faſhion :

Beſides the loſſe of many god boties, as ſiluer, plate, 
Jewels, apparrell and ſuch like things, which when we 
haue fingred to doe vs credite, have bene taken as 
wayfes to our great impoucriſhments , when wee haue 
beenc dꝛiuen to peelde to the officers , by which we find- 
ing our ſelues to grow ſo weake in purſe, dare hardly 
aduentureto get to diſcharge our daily conſumations 
and expences : nay although we would, we cannot; fo: 
the very vulgar are growne ſo craftie , that we arekno- 
wen ſo well as the beggar knowes his diſh, although we 
diſſemble our habites and eſtates neuer ſo much. 

Thereſoꝛe pzeſuming pou will vngratiouſlp conſider 
ofour hardneſſe,and ſpeedily fetch vs away from theſe 
places which in toꝛture, as to vs moꝛe hate then hell: 
we lie thicke and thꝛer⸗fold vnder ſtaules, bulkes and 
hedges, pꝛaping fo2 pour woꝛſhip, whoſe god woꝛd we 
make no queſtion of, knowing well the pitty remapning 
in pour god head, and often extended in loue to vs, ex⸗

vpon the famous and thꝛice renouned Citie Gaza/ 1,7 & d - 
philatium : it is a Countrie vaſt,ful of deſarts and thick place to keeps 
wods: and although the land be mightily repleniſhed e in. 
with al ſoꝛts of nations and people, vet is it turned to no 
vſe at al, neither fo2 paſture no2 arable, but only amerre 
wildernefle,if hath beene aConntrey inhabited from the 
beginning, although not diſcouered ſo plainly heretofols 
as of late dates ; people from all Countries daily reſoꝛt 
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and flocke thither ſo2 caſe and quietneſſe, as the Pꝛodi⸗ 
toꝛians, Curtatoꝛiences, Vacabundi Piratorij, Jeſuites, 
Seminarics,and generally all ofthe Popes Sectaries, 
all murdercrs , out lawes and fugitiues, Banckrouts 
and Bꝛokers to the diuels grace, Paraſits, day fleepers, 
and generally all that haue fought in defence of Lecheri- 
tania: Theſe are naturally giuen and inclined to idle⸗ 
neſſe and la zie liues, inſomuch that it commeth to paſſe, 
that being hungry they will ſteale one from another, and 
often cut one anothers thzoates : They neuer take 
paines foꝛ any thing they haue, and pet they haue all 
thinges without money. Their Berre is of that foꝛce, 
and ſo mightie, that it ſerueth them in ſteade of meate, 
dꝛinke, fire, and apparrell, which they learne of their 
neighbour Dzinktalians to bꝛew: And they haue the 
pꝛaiſe aboue all other, farre hevond the Darbahans. 
the Labourinvapnalians o2 the Pymlpcomans. 

Cloſe vpon this Countrey Caſt ward, is ſitnate a 
godly,faire,and moſt rich Citie, called, as J ſaid be 
fo:e Gazaphilacium : this Citie is very ſtrongly defen- 
ced, foꝛ it is inuironed about with a wall of Siluer bea⸗ 
ten out with the hammer; and yet fo2 all this, che Inha- 
bitants are very conetous, and fearefull to loſe that 
which they haue got together. And fo2 that it is ſo 
rich and opulent; all the whole world are daphieplot- 
ting how to luppzize the lame, ſometimes with pollt- 
tie, and ſometimes by foꝛce: but abouc all the reſt, they 
are troubled and peſtered with the Theuengers that 
they are foꝛced day and night to kerpe continuall watch

Zhey aboue all other people obſerue that auncient 


tommaund : Care not for to morrow , for to morrow will

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care for it ſelfe; imitating the men of the olde woꝛld, who 


taking vpon them the habite of pilgrims and Fryars, 
carry neither wallet no2 ſcripp , noz pet oftentimes any 
money in their purſes. 

In a large and ſpatious plain called Rnaueſ boꝛough Knaues-borow 
plaine, doth Don Purloyningo kepe his Court, which Pla ine. 
many men of ſund2y nations and trades haue deſired to 

ſc and to behold; who when they haue had their deſire, 

and remained but ſome ſmall tune there, haue ſo faſhio⸗ 

ned themſelues to the manners and conditions of thoſe 
people, that many haue from thencefoꝛth turned Turks, 
ſmelled ofthe Countrev, and ſauozed of their deteſtable 
and vitieus kinde oflife all their dates after: and moſt 

of your trauellers hitherto are your vame and curious 
-Lavlozs, Pyliners, Tyꝛewoman, Semſters, S. Martin 
obſeruants, Shuttle tcocke and Farthingal makers, and 
twenty other occupations , who to fill the woꝛld full of 
vanities and toves, care not whither they trauell, ſo 
thev may finde out new faſhions and foleries to couſen 

and deceive the whole Countrey agame. 

In this plaine are ſituate diuers petty villages and Diuers villages 
hamlets, as Filchington, Fovſtham, Nymington, Lift- 
ington, Swearinghampton, the great and the little, 
Zheſe townes at firſt were made to entertaine and 
lodge allſuch Trauellers as came to ſ that auncient 
ſeate of Don-Purloyningo , who were ſo named, as the 
Pharoes in Egypt, the Ptolomeys in Gꝛeece, the Ce- 
ſars in Rome. Now people ſtrangers finding the Coun- 
trep very pleaſant to mhabite,take vp their aboade and 
content themſelues there to line and die. Lhe end of 
their trauell is not ſo much fo2 curioſity , necefſity 02 
pleaſure, as foz their experience and learning: The rea- 
die high way ta this pallace ; and the chiefe places of a- 
boade and lodging in this iournep, J will bzefely ſet 
downe as fitting moſt directly fo2 the Latitude of great 
Bꝛitaine, and generally foz the whole wozld, 
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Martin Mark-all his Apologie 


The firft day then that they leaue their owne natiue 
Countrey,# begin to enter the Dominions of Don-Pur- 
loyningo, they paſſe along a very faire Meddow, paſſing 
pleaſant to the eye ,which is in the confines and vtter⸗ 
moſt part of Felania the lefſe : but after halfe a daies 
tourney,they come ts bogs and quagmyꝛes, much like 
to them in Jreland,of which vnle ſle they be very care- 
full, they may quickly Clippe vp ouer head and cares in 
mpꝛe. 
The firſt daies Mauing paſt the pikes of the firſt dates danger, they 


burney. enter into a godly faire Pallace, but inhabited by few, 


hauing this ſuperſcription oner the gates, A Echiopen la- 

uas, whereupon our Engliſh Traueilers call it the La- 

bour-in-Vaine : here many at the firſt arc purpoſed to re- 

maine and abide : but ſeeing the place very ſpatious and 
without any Inhabitants, and vſed onely as a Tap⸗ 
houſe fo2 Trauellers, they take it fo2 their lodging the 
firſt night, and away thev haſt in the mozning fozward 
on their tourney. 

The ſecond day after thꝛe oꝛ foure myle, they aſcend 
very high and craggy Mountaines , farre paſſing the 
Clee oꝛ Mauluern hils in TUales, wher when they come 
downe againe, at the fote of theſe hilles ſtandeth vet at 
this dap, the Image of the Ulicar of Saint Foles, to 
which euery paſſenger befozehee can paſſe , muſt offer 
vpon his knees fo2 his paſſe and ſafe conduct though the 
Countryof Folania the great Thirty Bo2d). 

In the middle ofthis Countrie is built a very faire 
Citie called Vanita) beautifull to the eve, but of no per⸗

Their Citie walles \@me to be made of chaungeable 
Laftfety,their houſes of painted papers, of ſundꝛp cul 
lours ; thev are buſied all day about nothing but inuen⸗ 
ting ofnew fafitong,of Tires,garments, behauiours, ;*© 1 & 
ſpœrches, woꝛdetz, and Othes: In their apparell phanta⸗ . (aituons of 
ſticall; their hats ſometime of the Italian blocke, ano the people 
ther while ofthe French, and another time of the Spa- herc. 
niſh: their Dublets with great belles with the Duch⸗ 
men, and ſmall ſkirts; lometimes with (mail ſhirts, and 
llerues ſeamed, and quartered, as it they were to put on 
Armour of p2oofe , to fight vnder the bloody enũgne of 
the Duke of Shoꝛdich: their hoſe C\ ometimes Spanish, 
like to Ship mens hole, and ſometimes cloſe to the but- 
tocke like the Aenetian galligaſcoigne: Lo2d, it would 
aſke a whole Neame of paper to diſcribe their faſhions; 

It were tedious likewiſe to ſpeak of the variety of their 
Shoes,and of their Shoeftrings , Garters, Cuffes, 
Ruffes, Yat-bands,and all things they weare, not one 
moneth, nay ſcarſe a werke doe they continue in one fa- 
ſhion: fo2 their liues they are diſſolute in behauiour, A- 
piſh, doggiſh, and Swiniſh, acco2ding to the diſpoſition 
of their bodies, flattering in ſpech, deceitfall in woes, 
and in Oathes not a diuell can ſurpaſſe them: In all ſin 
they abound, becauſe with them they haue a toleration, 
like to Rome, Omnia Venalia Romz, Dur gallants in 
England came molt neere them in eng and beha⸗ 
uiour: to ntere them, moꝛe is the pittie. Thꝛoughthis 
Citie thou maieſt paſſe along, but ſe thou tarry notlong 
there, onely marke them mw their ſachions, as luperfici⸗ 

ally as thou art able, ſeaſt a much deüring their com- 
panp, thou art foced in the end lo crie out thus: © pane

Among the reff,this ! is to be noted, that in the midſt Tribulameagi 
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of this City there iſſueth out of the earth, a ſpꝛing in 
great abundance, which is walled about with Marble, 
and ſcrueth the Inhabitants to bathe and waſh them⸗ 
ſelues, much like to our bathes here in Europe, onelp it 
is of another operation: The people there call this bath 
Tribulamenti fons ; ⁊ᷣ it runneth from thence with a ſwift 
courſe along the fieldes and waves with a thouſand tur- 
nings and wyndings, vntill it come to a ſtœpe pꝛomon⸗ 
fory, that onerloketh all the conntrev of Cheuingen, 
Lecheritania, and the reſt, and there maketh ſo great 
and violent a fall, that it ſpꝛeadeth it ſelfe, and runneth 
round about the Countries by diuers ſmall creckes and 
Niuers, where meting with other ſmall Spꝛings of the 
ſame nature, run altogether, as by one conſent into the 
Sca called Mare Diſcontentancum. 

Leauing this City as well as pou can, vou paſſe a 
Whole day along towards Theuingen, croſſing this Rt- 
uer twenty times ouer ſtrait and narrow bꝛidges, until 
you come to this ſtetpe and high Mountaine befo2e ſpo- 
hen of : vpon the edac whereo!, dwelleth an old Hermit 
called father Aduiſall, a man aged and of long continu⸗ 
ance, and therefoꝛe well experienced in the woꝛld: a ha⸗ 
ter of flatterp, and a louer of truth. s ſone as pou come 
to that place, this new wel willer of yours will ſtraight 
be in hand with you to know from whence you came, 
whither you meane to goe in ſo dangerous a place, and 
in mere loue and pitty wil be Inquiſitiue how pou durſt 
trauell without a warrant from the Pagiſtrate of your 
Countrep, perſwading you by all meanes, to returne 
back, and not venture pour life in ſo dangerous a Coun- 
trey as that is, telling you that fewe returne backe the 
fame men they were, when they firſt entred that land, 
hut that ſome returne mapmed and lame, others ſicke of 
one diſeaſe oꝛ other, and others of frenzie and madneſſe, 
ſo contaminat a place, ſo loathſome the manners , ſo de⸗ 
(piled a Countrep, that a man vnleſſe he were halfe be 
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ſides himſelfe would neuer once deſire to beholde that 

place. Thus, and to this effect will he ſpeake, and many 

god perſwaſions will this god old man vſe, and many 

motiues he will vrge you with to retire, but all in vain, 

fo when men feele the Reines of liberty on their necks, 

and may take a courſe without centrolement, ſuch , 

whoſsluſt is law, and whole will muſt not be control- 

ed fo2 a wo2ld,littleregarding all wiſe admonitions o: 

ſayings of the aged, doe with the vntamed Colt, and 

fat fedde Sterde let ſlie their hales into the ap2e , and Dare 

wy the extrauagant and erring libertine run beadlong repuenaty Pro- 
nto a thouſand eminent dangers : then when the blacke /* yerce 

Dre hath trod vpon their terte, and haue beene well bea- = . 125 2% ok 

ten with their owne rodde, in the end they come home 

by weeping croſſe, and crie pecaui, when their ambitious 

conceits gaines them nought but this, to comfo2t them 

in their deſtruction, that when by their aſpiring b2aine, 

they haue p2ocured their owne ouerth2zow : men may E u e 

ſay after their deaths, this fellow carried a bꝛaue minde x- 7 

and ſhot at mighty matters.

bottome whereof,vou ſhall be at a trice. And albeit it 

be tenne daycs tourney vp, vet ſo is the ſkeepnes thereof, 

that vou ſhall be conueyed to the bottome in halfe an ho- 

wer: at thefete of this Mountaine are two great pet Two port 

mayes, the one on the right hand, leading to the Coun⸗ waics, 

trpes of Lecheritama, Dꝛunkalia and Catealia, and the 

other on the left hand, leading toward Thceuingen and 

the neighbour Countries thereabout.

Swannes and two Doucs, her head bound with mp2- 

tle leaues, a burning ſtarre on her bꝛeaſt, a Globe re⸗ 

pꝛeſenting the earth in her right hand, and thꝛer golden 

Apples in her left, behinde her were the the Graces 

back to backe hand in hand, and Apples in their hands: 

not farre off that place, is like wiſe to be ſerne the Stoꝛie 

of Venus her oꝛiginall, liuelp painted out, how Saturne de⸗ 

pꝛiued his father Celus, of thoſe partes which were fit- 

teſt fo2 generation, and thꝛowing them into the Sea by 

4: wonderſul power, La. Venus was made, the blood wher⸗ 

of falling ſhoꝛt, ſell into the land of Theuingen, which 

Countrep we are now about; of which ſpꝛange fierce, 

hote, and cruell people, with which at this day the land 
is mightupreplemſhed and peſtered. 

Concerning the oꝛiginall and beginning of theſe pee- 
ple, Hiſtoꝛiographers doe differ and diſagree : Leo He- 
breus gut of the auncient Poet Pronapides, repozts that 
Demogorgon perceiued that a dangerous and perniti- 
ons tumult was b:ading in the bowels of Chaos: whers 
foʒe of very loue and pitie, he ſtretched out his hand and 
opened her womb, whence pꝛeſently iſſued foꝛth a moſf 
deſoꝛmed iſſue called Licigum, which no loner appeared 
but p2cſently it bꝛed bꝛabbles, and made ſuch a feule 
ſlurre, that it waxed pꝛoude, and ſtroue to mount vp to 
heauen: but Demogorgon ſozeſcting what weuld enſue, 
th:ewe him downe with his necke fozward into this 
Countrep. 

Wut others moꝛe likelv, repoꝛt that they came of Nep- 
tune and Iphimedca, which very well may be, fo2 Nep- 
tuncs b2-d is furious and vnrucly , by reaſon of the ſu⸗ 
perabundant ſtoꝛe of vnbꝛidled hnmo2s, and Jptimedea 
is nothing elle but an obſtinate and ſelfe-wil d conteit, 
and deſice; grounded in the minde, and not remencable: 
ſuch are pour idle vagabonds, that after war wil betake 
themſelucs to no honeſtcourſe of life to live in, but bee 
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robbers by the high waies,couſoners and cony-tatchers) 

that liuc by their wits, and wil not betake them to honc® 
trades, but eſpetially ſeditious # rebellious ſubiects in 

a Common wealth, ſchiſmatwal and heretitallſeducers 

in the Church, as Bꝛowniſtts, Papilts, Jeſuites and ſuch 

like. And ſoꝛ this cauſe as there was a Schale crected 

fo2 villaines in times paſt called Cacademica Lycaon, 

ſo called beca uſe hee was (he ſirſt that did violate the 

la wes of trute, and league, by killing and ſacrificing vn⸗ 

to Jupiter a certaine hoſtage, ſent irem the Moll, 

whereof tame the fable, hat be ſet mans flech befeꝛe lu- 

piter,to ſrie whether he were a God oꝛ no: So the Pepe 

now hath erected another, becauſe this was not large 

enough called ($attani Senatus) wherein 18 taught the 

arte offtabbing,poyſoning,betrapmg, perzury , treaſon 
in all degrgs,blowirg vp and cenſvming by Cun-pews 
der, Tlicheraft and Soꝛcerv, Sedemvtry and Vugge⸗ 

ru, toꝛments fo2 innccents. And in truth ſoz the atchicu⸗ 

ing and bꝛinging topaſſe of all miſchicſe : ſo that now 
if anv be ſo minded to murder his Prince, Father oz 
Mother, friend, wiſe oꝛ any elle, he ſhalbe here pꝛotected, 
holpen, backt, encouraged , and pardons graunted foz 
them and their childzen fozcucr. 

After a daies icurnep , yen ſhall come into deſarts 10 furt 
and ſolitary Modes, wherein you ſhall ſæ very daes tourney 
ſtrange and icareivil fights,aind apparitions: there will fearefullCghrs 
appear to you monſters that haue faces and bodies teme and Monicrs:

hauing bpon (heir handes and late ſharpe claſping 
lawes, that ü they once graſpe peu, you ſhallhard⸗ 
ly eſcape their clutches, And it they ſeaze on pou, 
they wil bzing you cut of the wap, though diſtraught 
and ſeate, vntill you mate another companp K 
moe hozrid end terrible: Their Daire all 
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of crawling ſnakes, their garments down to the heeles, 
cloſe girt with a ſnakie girdle,ſerpents in the one hand 
and firebꝛands in the other, their eyes, face, and teeth 
poꝛtending malice and vengeance : theſe are the mini⸗ 


fersof death,they dwell in darke dennes thereabout, 


their office is to bang ſuch paſſengers as trauell that 
way to a moſt vnſpeakeable hoꝛryd denne, out of which 
pꝛocerdes ſo noyſome an exhalation, that birds as they 
flie oner the ſame are poyſoned with the very bꝛeath and 
apꝛe thereof. This is that place which in the old world 
was called Auernus. x ound about which, and at the en- 
trance of which Cane, Virgill 6. Aencad. placeth a rable- 
ment, as woe, vengeance, wꝛath, ſickenes, old age,feare, 
kamine, penurv, death, labour, pe, warre, diſcoꝛd and 
ſuch like: in the midſt of this Caue, is leated an Imperi⸗ 
all Thꝛoane, whereon ſittes the blacke Pꝛunce with a 
crowne on his head, a Scepter in his hand, and his great 
dogge Cerberus betweene his fete, fawning on thoſe that 
come in, but denouring thoſe that ſeeke to goe out. But 
to leaue this way, if thou be wiſe, take hede of the firſt 
inſinuating flatterers , leaue their pꝛetended friendſhip 
and kerpe on thy way. 

In this Country nothing is woꝛthy of pꝛaiſe oꝛ com- 
mendation, foꝛ in all this ſolitary trauelling , you ſhall 
findeno comfozt, but theſkriching of Owles, croking of 
Ratiens,and ſuch vncoth and halefull Ecchoes , the beſt 
part of your fode will be hearbe Rue, a bitter hearbe to 
feede on: but after when you haue better looked into 
your liues and carriages,you wil cal it herb-grace,your 
dꝛinke is altogether of the water of that Conntrep , cal⸗ 
led thꝛoughout Aqua diſcontentanca. 

After two oz thꝛer daies thus trauelling, vou ſhall 
tome into a faire plaine, called Knaneſ-bo2ough plaine, 
wherein Don Purloyningo kerpes his Court; pou ſhall 
at the firſt be made very welcome, vet ſo that they will 
narrowly ſpia into pour carriage and behauiour: And 
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although they pꝛetend neuer ſo greate lone and friend- 
ſhippe vnto pou, vet will they not ſticke to couſen and 
decetue you if they can, ok all you haue. 

And thus ruch fo2 the deſcription of the tate and ſt 
tuation of Theuingen,with the nature and diſpoſition 
of the people there inhabiting. And now to giue ouer 
this tedious Journey, you ſhall heare the pꝛotection of 
Don Purloyningo,ſent to Co2pozall Fe, chiefe tomman⸗ 
der of Rogues,and his Aſſiſtantes. The Copy whereof 
is as followeth.

ceeded one the other ſucceſſiuely, vntill about the 
ſixe and twentieth yeare of King Hz N x v the 
eight, collected out of the Legend 
ofLOSSELS, 


T what time King Henry the ſirt of famons memo- 
rie bare rule oner the Butanes, there was one 
Iohn Mendal(altag lack Cade)an Iriſh man, that named 
himſelfe by the name of lohn Mortimer, couſen to the 
Duke of Yozke, whereupon hee gathering together a 
great company out of Kent, aſſured and perſwaded 
them, that the enterpꝛiſe he toke in hand, was both ho- 
nourable to God and the King , and p2ofitable to the 
whole Realme : the Kentiſh men moued with theſe per⸗ 
ſwaſtons and other faire pꝛomiſes, marched to blacke 
heath, where they lay ſoꝛ a month pilling the Countrep 
round about. 

At the ſame time, which was about one thouſandfoure 


- hund2ed and fiftie, two vnruly fellowes (the one named 


Blewbeard, the other Hugh Roberts) which were lately 
come auer from France, who had been ſouldiers vnder 
the Duke of Somerlet and the Carle of Shzewſbury in 
the winning and loſing of Conſtance, Guyſons, Koanc 

and 
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and diners other Cities in France: the which Blew 
beard in a Commotion, ſhoꝛtlv after he came ouer, being 


made their Captaine,befoze he had attempted any thing Roberts che 
at all, was taken and executed: But Roberts keeping in fit Com. 
Rent, gathered a number of Rakehels and Uagabonds wander. 


together to the number of an hundꝛed in that Cauntrey, 
to whom likewiſe maſterleſſe-men alter they heard of 
his fame, came cluttering on heapes, ſo that he had in a 
ſhoꝛt ſpace to the number of fine hundꝛed followers. 

Theſe ſturdie Uagabonds topning with lacke Men- 
dall in this rebellion, march toward London, and enter 
Southwarke, and there lodged at the white Harte fo2 a 
night oꝛ two, pꝛohibiting al from Rape, robery and mur⸗ 
der, the moꝛe to allure the hearts of the people to fanour 
his enterpꝛiſe. After, they tome into London, and there 
they play Rex, and returne backe into Southwarke a- 
gaine, where, after many conflicts betweene them and 
the Citizens, the Kings pardon was p2oclaimed : at 
which hearing, the poꝛe people were ſo glad, and ſo rea⸗ 
dy to receiue it, that without bidding farewell to their 
Captaines,withdzew ther;ſelues enery man towards 
bis owne home: . | 

lack Mendall deſpairing of ſuctours, and fear ing the 
reward ok his lewd dealings, fled away into the wods: 
But Pꝛoclamation made, that whoſoeuer could bing 
Iacke ahue oꝛ dead to the Bing, ſhould haue a thouſand 
Markes fo2 his paines, was after ſlaine by a Gentleman 
in Bent, and ſo bꝛought to the King. 

But Roberts kept himſelfe in the wods cloſelp a long 
time after, although not with fo great a company as hs 
had befo2e, and there lined by robbing and ſpopling in 
the night, and kept themſelues cloſe in all the day. And 
thus by the ſpace ofa twelue moneth , they paſſed their 
time in villany,robbing and ſpopling the Country peo- 
ple of their poultry,pigges and other ſuſtenance, where⸗ 
with they ſuſtained theniſelues and their families. In 
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which time he ſet downe lawes and cuſfomes to be kept 
andobſerued among them, and to hape them in awe 
and faſhion , who are pꝛone of themſelues to liue out of 
all rule and faſhion. | 

1 Fircfthe appointed that of enery thing that they 
got, he had firſt the taking and leauing of the beſt thercof 
at his pleaſure, 

2 Thatifanyoftheir fellowes could not purchaſe 
any victuals oꝛ neceſſities fo2 {ove thatnight ben then 
they ſhold be in cõmons with the reſt the day following. 

3 That no robberp o2 violence bee vſed vpen any 
man within foure miles of the wod, 02 the place of their 
aboade. 4 

4 That none beſo hardy, as to run to the wod foz 
ſuccoꝛ oꝛ relefe, after he hath perpetrated any thing, leſt 
that hugh and crie follow , and lo ducrie the whole com⸗ 
pany. 

Zhus after a yeare and vpward was ſpent by them 
in this ſoꝛt, they bzake vp their Campe, and Pꝛoclamati⸗ 
on was made, to merte there in that place cuerp thee 
peares fo2 a memo ꝛiall, if they then liued: In the meane 
time they ſpꝛead themſelves abꝛoad in the Countrep, 
ſome temaining there, others travelling Hozth ward, 
and ioyne themſelues with the Duke of Voꝛke, and ge- 
nerally in all Commotions and rebellions. Theſe in me⸗ 
moꝛy of there firſt acquaintance and lone to their new 
found Captaine, called themſcln*s by the name of Ro- 
berts-men , as {ye ſeruants of Hugh Roberts their Com⸗ 
maunder. | 

This Roberts lined rouing bp 4 down the country fo 
the ſpace of ten vears: in which time he ept his Court 
daies as himſelke liſted , and in which time chere 
tame to him diuecs new followers, aud as (ome, decap⸗ 
ed and dieb, ſeme hanged # deas of the poxe ( fo2 to that 
end they all come / ſo others ſucce&ded in their places. 

In the firſt peate of Edward the ſourth, this Roberts in

T his lenkin Cowdiddle was a man giuen much to | « it 
ſwearing,d2unkenneſſe and lecherp: he was neuer out lenkin Con- 
of England as ſquldier oꝛ traueller, but from his firſt be- dddle. n. 
ginning he contümed a wand2ing rogue, he was ſtout of 
ſtomacke, audacious and fierce , hee was knowne to all 
the damned crew fo2 a boone- companion, and therefoze 
choſen as fitteſt fo2 their Captaine: hee firſt oꝛdamed, 
that none were ſo hardy as to haue the vndooing of a 
maid wanderer, oz any thing to do with her, vnleſſe firſt 
ſhe were b2onght to him to be bꝛoken vp, oz ta ſome of 
his aſſignes, that could obtain the ſame ofhim by friend⸗ 
fhip oꝛ bꝛiberv. 
Vee commaunded likewiſe that all beggers ſhould 
ſpend all their gettings in the day paſc,in gaod Beere-o2 ae 
Ale at night, oꝛ at the fardelt by ſaterday night: and if 
any were found 92 knowne to haue aboue two pence 
half peny in his purſe on munday mozning, he ſhold fo2- 
feit a douſen of beere, to any whatſocucr of their compa- 
ny would challenge it. Ye crerciſed his: commaund 
about tenne vearcs , vntill the time that the great rebels 
lion and vp;o2e was in the Welternparts,as Summer⸗ 
ſetſhire, V ilſhire, Doꝛſet ſhite and Coznewall, about 
the crowning of h ꝛince Ed. ſon to R. H. 5. who had been 
all this while in France:and this fell out about — 11. 
peare ot Ed x. 4. hen this lenkin Codiddle acc 
with :00.toitered hnauts, topned in battell Kg \ 247%. 
B. wih the weſter ae men. in which battell at Teuxbury 
he was llaine, aud buried there with the reft ol che dead 
bodies. 2 The 
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The vattel ended, theſe Robert- men ( foꝛzſa thev were 
termed a long time after)hye them to their Kanvauow , 
their vſuall and knowne place, and there with the full 
conſent of the whole company, They choſe one Spyſing 
to be his ſucceſſour. | 

And now when as the feaſt and ſolemnizing of this 
new made ſquire was newly ended, news was bꝛought 
to this Spiſing, how that one Thomas Neuell ſonne tg 
Fankenbridge(who had beene at Sea as a Pirate, and 
robbed diuers Merchants) was newly arrined in Eng⸗ 
land, and got àa great company of Parriners out of all 
parts of the land, aud many traytoꝛs and miſgouerned 

eople to follow him, wherennto as fitly fo2 his turns 

is Spikng accompanies and enters into league and fa- 
miliarity, beſtdes diners alſo foꝛth af other Countries 
that delighted in theft and robber ies. 

And now his ſtrength encreaſed daily, foꝛ haning bin 
at Callice, and bꝛought from thence into Rent many e- 
uill diſpoſed perſons, he began to gather his power in 
that Country, meaning to attempt ſome great and wic⸗ 
ked enterpꝛiſe againſt King Edward and his Bingdome, 
but his quarrell he pꝛetended, was to haue King Henry 
the ſixt out of the Towꝛe, and to reſtoꝛe him to his Scep⸗ 
ter againe. Thus accompanied with ſeuenteene thou- 
ſand men, they marched into London by ſhippes which 
lap betwene Blacke wall and Redriffe : and then came 
Spiſing with his band at Algate, who behaued them- 
ſelues ſtoutly, that they wan the Bulwarke there, and 
dꝛaue the Citizens batke within the Pozt cullis, and en⸗ 
tred the gate with them to the number ol a douſen; but 
ſome of them were llaine with the fall of the Poꝛt cullis, 
that was let downe vpon them to keepe the reſidue out: 
but thoſe that were within the wals was ſuddenly dil⸗ 


patcht. 
To be ſhoꝛt, at laſt the Baſtard was vanquiſhed and 
vtterly diſpaired ; foz hearing the King — oy 
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thirtie thouſand men, durſt ſtay no longer, but bꝛake bp 
and diſperſed themſelues ſome one way, and ſome ano- 
ther. The Baſtard with his Mariners and ſuch rebels, 
robbers 4 wicked perſons,as ſought nothing but (poile, 
got them toShip-board as faſt as they could. Thole that 
were left behinde, and thoſe of Spyſings company lurked 
a day o2 two about the Countrev ſecretly in wods, vn⸗ 
till they thought the coaſtes to be clear, and after met at 
their wonted plate, where they, as merry as pot and 
canne paſſe their time in villany and robbery. 

This Spiſing was a man giuen to voluptuouſneſſe, 
pleaſure,and delight in Bowſing and Uenerp : Pe 02- 
dered,that tuery one that pꝛokeſſed himſelfe a Wlande- 
rer, and taking vpon him the occupation of begging, wal 
be ſtauled to the oꝛder of rogues; that is, hee ſhall bee 
brought to the chiefe Commander then being, and there 
he ſhall ſhew the cauſe of his going ab2oad , and what 
Countrey man he is: which done „he papes a douſen of 
beerc as a fine foꝛ his freedome and Inſtaulment, and ſo 
is permitted to line and die a rogue: but if he be boꝛne a 
rogue: that is, if his Gzandfather were one, ſo that con- 
ſequently he muſt be one alſo, ſuch a one ſhall bee freely 
diſcharged from ſuch enſtaulement, as being made frer 
by his fathers copie. This Spiſing about the firſt peare of 
ing Edward the fift, tommitted a robbery and murder 
(neereigh-gate in Piddleſer where after he fledde and 1. Ed. 5 
toke ſanctuary at Weſtminſter, foꝛ theſe places in that 3. 
time were wonderkully abuſed by wicked men: rable⸗ 
ments of Thaues, Purderers and Traptoꝛs would 
thither flocke when they had atchiened any villany , vn- 
thꝛifts ryot and runne in debt vpon boldneſſe of theſe 
places, rich men runne thither withpooze mens goods; 
there they build and there they ſpend, and bid their cre⸗ 
ditoꝛs goe whillle,mens wiues runne thither withtheir 
huſbands plate, and ſay they dare not abide with their 
huſbands. foz feare of beating: Thecues bzing in thi

ther their ſtolne gods, and there liue vpon them vntill al 
is ſpent, and when noch na is left, they againe in the 
night range abꝛoad toſ#ke other botics : there they de⸗ 
uiſe new plots to rob and kill, and then to tome in again 
at their pleaſure :fo thoſe plates did not only giue them 
ſafegard foꝛ their villanies, but a licenſe alſo to do moꝛe. 
Such a one was this Spyling fo2 a veare oꝛ two befo2e he 
was hanged ; fo2 being tanen the ſecond time at Wom- 
burne in Staffo2d ire, fo? hifliyg a man in a dzunken 
humour, was pꝛeſently appiehended. and carried to the 
Goale,and after hanged all ſaue the head: he Doming- 
red about eleuen peares. 
Not long after, when certame newes was blaſed as 
20ad of their Captaines confuſion , they choſe a nota⸗ 
ble ſwaggering rogue called Pyffing Dicke, to reuell o⸗ 
Puffing Dicke acr them, who plaid reuell-rout with them indede: in 
the tourth. this Squire there were no villanies left vnattempted, 
but he was till at the one end. 
He firff gaue termes torobbers by the high wap, hat 
fſuch as robbe on hoꝛſe⸗backe were called high lawp⸗ 
2. Sorts of ers, and thoſe who robbed on fote, he called adders: 
robbers by the differente of theſe two ſoꝛts of villanes 1s this. 
Trete ert. The first lozt are called Gent. robbers o2 thœues; 
F and theſe ride on horſes well appointed, and goe in ſhew 
like honeſt men: the other robbe on ode, and haue no 
other helpe but a paite of light herles and a chicke worde. 
Concerning the firſt ſoꝛt. that delight in the credite of a 
high Lawver chat with their (002ds freebotc abꝛoad in 
the countreylcke Cauilerces on hoꝛſe backe, are tom⸗ 
moni ſuch men, that eych r arc younger bꝛethꝛen, who 
being b:ovehti vp in idlenee and gaming, when their 
friends are dead, do ſall to this kind of iſe to maintaine 
the maine chance: others againe being left well by their | 
friends, hauing no gouerne ment of themſelnes,but ban- | 
quecing with Whozes , and making late ſnppers , doe | 
greatly impouerith and begger themſelues : and when 
all 
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all is ſpent after this manner , and their money waſted 
like ſnow againft the Sunne:they fo2 their Vitimum re- 
fugium,as foꝛced to vndertake this wꝛetched and abhoꝛ⸗ 
red pzofeſion robbing honeſt pwze men, and taking all 
their money kram them, yea and often mo2e then is their 
owue, to the vtter vndoing of the pw2e man, his wife and 
childꝛen foꝛ euer, who when they haue it, waſt it as vain- 
ly as they wickedly purchaſt it. And others, that hauing 
berne ſouldiers when they come from the warres , ey⸗ 
ther by bꝛeaking vp of the Campe, 02 by runnirg away 
from their colours to ſc their friends, 02 what way ſoc- 
uer, cannot betake themſeluesto any honeſt trade of life, 
but louing ta liue in idleneſſe, betake themſcines to rob- 
bing and tealing,vntill they be taken and carried weſt⸗ 
ward there to make their reherſall. 

Theſe kellowes firſt that they may not be knowne, be⸗ 
ſpeake and get ſuch artificial beards and heads of haire, 
that although you ride, dine, and ſup with them from 
day to dap, vou ſhall not be able te diſcerne them, na2 e- 
ſpie their falſhood. And in this pꝛactiſe all their villanp 
conſiſts : foꝛ I haue heard and partly know a high-way 
lawyer rob a man in the moꝛning, and hath dined with 
the mar tin oꝛ honeſt man ſo robbed the ſame day at an 
Inne being not delcried, noꝛ vet once miſtruſted 02 ſu⸗ 
ſpected fo2 the robbery. 

Their knauerpy is on this manner; they haue alwaies 
god geldings and truſty, which ther can make Cur⸗ 
tailes when they lit, and againe ſet too large tailes, 
hanging to the fetlockes at their pleaſure, vea and ſo ar- 
tificiallp, that it hall not be perceined 02 ſpied of the 
Oftler that d2efſeth them: beſides they haue clokes Tor- 
moſant, as they call them, made with two out ſides, that 
weare them howſoener the right fide will bee alwaies 
dutward: now their artificiall beards and heads of 
haire Withall, will make them ſ@me to dance in anet a 
long tune ere they be eſpied. * how eaſe it 8 foz 
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them to eſcape all danger s, all Purs and Cries, it mav 
eaſily be perceiued, foꝛ the complexion of the man, and 
his beard, the garments that he weares, and the making 
of his hoꝛſe, thꝛe things which are the cſpectall markes 
whereby notice is taken to make enquiro: which being 
thaunged and altered, they may clcape as ſafely as they 
did the robbery. 

The other ſoꝛt of robbers, that hauing no meancs to 
relicnctheman ſtead ofſwift courſes to eſchue danger, 
flicaway vpon their truſtie tenn toes into wodes and 
cloſe places, there to continue vntill Duc and Crie bee 
paſt : theſe fellows weare counterfeit beards and heads 
of haire, as the other ſo2t doc, vſing not many wo2ds,but 
Stand and dcliuer : ſome will haue curſt and man kind 
Maſties following them, to further and helpe them wn 
this enterpꝛiſe: ſome vnder the name of the vpꝛigh man 
oꝛ ſouldier as they gor thꝛough fownes,becage the chart- 
table deuotion of people, they will goe alſo ſtrongly with 
th: oꝛ foure in a company to a farme houſe , where of- 
tentimes they are rcheued moꝛe foꝛ feare then deustion: 
but when they can come in place where thev may cons 
uemently take a purſe, it ſhall goe hard but that they 
will epther win the hozſe o2 looſe the ſaddle . althorgh 
their hardy aduenture de paid home with a cracke of the 
beſt topnt they haue after. 

But to returne againe to Puffing Dicke; this diucll 
incarnate, as he was bold to attempt any wicked en:er- 
pꝛiſe, ſo he wanted not wit firſt tolay the plot to atchieue 
it, and to bꝛing it to paſſe. Ye vſed firft the couſenage at 
dice, and to inuent fo2 that purpoſe falſe dice, wherebp 
he got much monev. But as it was ill got, ſo was it 
as ul ſpent in ali manner of vice that could bee named, 
wherein he excelled all befo2e him : pet this by the wap, 
it is repoꝛted of him, that he was free frem murder, and 
commanded, that whofoeucr vnder his conduct, was le 


cr uell as to murder any man o woman in the — 
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af robbing them, ſhould foꝛthwith be diſcouered to be ap- 
pꝛehended: he likewiſe oꝛdered that all high lawyers , 
padders, Lifts, Foiſts, Cheaters o2 Cony-catchers hal A Cuſtome. 
not pꝛeſume to purchaſe any landes oz reuenues, noz 
whoꝛd vp their money to the hinderance of god fellow⸗ 
ſhip, maintenance of good natured damſcls , and un⸗ 
peachment of the fraternity: but that they ſhall heartt- 
ly ſpend it, among good companp and fellowes , ſuch as 
themſelucs are, and as they came lightly by it, ſo lightly 
to let it lie: he was a man craftp and bolde, yet he died 
miſerably; foꝛ after he had commanded now fully eight 
years, he had the ppning of the Pore and Neapolitane 
Scurffe.And here an end of Puffing Dicke. 
In his place was choſen by the conſent of the rable- ;, ,....- 
ment, one not much inferiour in vice to the foꝛmer, but Crobirer 5, 
in regard of manhod a mere crauant, called Lawrence The firſt in- 
Crosbiter, o long Lawrence, This Lawrence had bene enter of 
bꝛought vp all his dates a Seruing man, and now being 
about fiftie oz th: ſcoꝛe, at what time Seruingmen 
are paſt the beſt, and commonly grow laſie, was caſt out 
of ſeruice, and ſo was faine to liue among the wicked, 
ſometimes a ffander fo2 the padder , ſometimes a verſer 
foꝛ the conv-cacher,ſomtimes a ſtale fa2 a foyſt , but moſt 
commonly an Apple-ſquare fo2 a trudging houlc : he firſk 
vſed that art which now is named Croſbiting, and from 
whoſe name, this damned art (Croſbiting)toke her firſt 
call, as of Lawrence Crosbitcr that firſt inuented the 
ſame. The manner in b2cefe1ts thus: Some baſe rogue 
without the fearc of God oꝛ man, that ketpeth a whoꝛe as 
a friend, oꝛ marries one to be his maintainer, conſents 
oꝛ conſtr aines thoſe creatures to peelde the vſe of their 
bodies to other men, that ſo taking them together, they 
may ſtr ip the leacher of all the money in his purſe o2 that 
he can pꝛeſentlp make.

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his bowels were eaten out with the pere, whilſt he was 
pet aliue, fo miſerable was the end of this wꝛetch. 

All theſe ſize peares that this Lawrence liued in his 
controulment,he durſt neuer be ſo hardy as once to aids 
Perken VVarbeck, in the attempting of the Crowne : ſo 
flauiſh was his mind, and ginen to cowardize, (oz all the 
time that he bare rule among his companions, which 
was from 1491. vntil 1497.did Perkin VVarbeck aſſay to 
win the kingdom, fapning himſelue to bee the Duke of 
Po2ke,ſon to . Ed w.. deteaſed: to the bꝛinging to paſſe 
of which deuiſe, he aſſayed many waies, plotted divers 
deuiſes, and attempted mighty matters, and vet all in 
daine, foꝛ after almoſt ſire yeares all which time he was 
buſted about this enterpꝛiſe he was taken pziſoner , af- 
ter he had taken Sanctuary at Bewdly not farre from 
Southampton. 

To ſet down the whole ſfozy of this PerkinWarbeck it 
would be long e beſides from the matter now in hand: 
but becauſe the ſequell of the ſte2v a little concerneth vs, 
J will b2eefely runne it oner : and thus it was.

Firſt then by the adniſe of his Counccllours, . bett 
lohn Heron Herter, a Bankrout, Richard Skelton © Ke. 
a Taploꝛ, and Iohn Aſteley a Striuener, they aſſap 
the winning of Exeter, where ſo: lacke of Munition foz 
Warre , and O2dnance to bꝛeake optn the Gates, 
they endeuoured by caſting of ſtones , lifting with J They affay w 
ron barres, and kindling of fires vnder the Gates, to et. 
bꝛing to paſſe their purpoſe : much a doo there was 
heere about this enterp2iſe : But when hee heard 
the King comming with his power, hee remooues to 
Taunton,and the king after him: vppon this hee flies He rakes San- 
to Bewdley , and there takes Sanctuary, but after £277 at 
perldes himſelfe to the mercy of the Bing, who being Be weley, 
deliuered to the Kings Guard carefully to be kept, not⸗ 
withſtanding eſcapeth, and thought to get ouer into 
Flanders: but the Sea coaſts being all laid that he could 
not paſſe, he was in a great perplexity, came backe to 
the Pꝛioz of Sherne beſides Richmond, and there in⸗ 
treats the Pꝛioꝛ , euen fo2 Gods ſake to beg his life of the 
King : The R. at the requeſt of the Pꝛioꝛ pardoned him, 
but was ſet in the Locks atWeſftmiriſt.hal doe a whole 
dap, a ſo like wiſe Þ nert day was he ſet on a Scaffold at 
the Standard in Cheapfide , with many mocks 4 reui- 
lings caſt againſt him: being now in hold again bp falſe 
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perſ waſtons and great pꝛomiſes co2rupted his kerper 8, 
and would haue fledde away, but his purpoſes being 
knewne, he was at laſt appichended, taken, and executed 
at Tiburne, he and his keepers. Ind this is the end of 
Perkin Warbecke: Laurence Crosbiter now dead, and 
Perkin V Varbecke, with two of his Councelloꝛs Hearne 
and Aſteley, fledde to Danctuary :1t boted not the com- 
pany to ſtay there, but their chiefe leaders fledde, euerie 
one thꝛew away his armour as people amazed, and bes 
take themſeln es to their heeles : among the reft Skelton a 
notable unoue, one of Perkins Councelloꝛs beſoze menty/ 
oned, being well knowne among the Kaſcalitie, was led 
to the wonted place of merting, and there (olemnely was 
ffawled a rogue, and made their generall. 

This Skelton was ſometimes a Taploꝛ in Taunton 
in Sommerſet ſhire, who being blowne downe with an 
vnfoꝛtunate blaſt, was fozc t and ready foꝛ any Commo⸗ 
tion oꝛ rebellion: he was of a pꝛoude and haughty diſpo⸗ 
ſition: he lined in this new Gouernment vatill about 
the fourth veare of Bing Henry the eight , which was in 
the peare 1501, 

This fellow among other decrees and oꝛders confr- 


1 med this: That if any one vſing the neceſſary helpe of 


his crutchcs/althongh indeede hee hath not any nerde 92 
vſe of them, but onely to deceive people thercwith ſhall 
at any time foꝛſake them fo2 a time, either to runne foꝛ a 
wager with another, o2 to play at nine holes, loggets 
oꝛ bowles, oꝛ any other game, ſo that he be ſcene and mar 
ked by ſome that haue ſene him elſe- where with his 
crooches halting, and by them ſo challenged fo2 a coun⸗ 
tetfeit rogue, he ſhall fo2frite foꝛ everp ſuch offence two 
doulen of berre, as a fine ſoꝛ diſgracing lo ancient a trade 
as peregrination. 

After him ſucceeded by the Generall Councell, one

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by trade he was a Tinker, often carrying a pamie and a 
ham⸗ 
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hammer fo! a ſhew : but when he came to a god botp, 
he would calt his pzofefNion in a ditch, and play the pads 
der and then would away), and es hee paſt th:ongh the 
town! would crie, Ya vou any worke fo2 a Tinker. Co 
wute of his knaueries, it would aſke a long time: 7 re- 
ferre vou to the old manuſcript, remapning on recoꝛd in 
maunders hall. 
Theis was te that reduced and bꝛeught in ſoꝛme the 
C. e of Aagabonds oz quarterne ofknaues called 1 
the fine and twentie oꝛders of knaues: but becauſe it is 
extant and in every mans ſhop, J paſſe them oucr. 
And now about this time, when as warres abꝛoade, 
and troubics domcelticall were ended, ſwarmed in every 
part ofthe land theſe Caterpillers , like tes agauiſt a 
plague: in the no2therne partes another ſo2t of Uagas 
bonds at the dructs-arſe--peake in Darbiſhire began a 
new tegiment, caiting themſelues by the name of Egtp- 
tians:Theſe were a ſo2t of rogues, chat liued and do pet 
line by couſening and decert,p2actiſing the arte called le⸗ 
aerdemaine,o: faſt and looſe, whereby they got to them 
ſelues no ſmalltredite among the Countrey people by 
their deepe dillembling and deceitfull pzactiſes , feeding 
the conimon people wholly addicted and gen to no- 
nelttes, topes and new fangles, delighting them with 
the ſtrangenelle of the attire oftheir heads, and pꝛacti⸗ 
ſing palmiſtry to ſuch as would know their foꝛtunes. 
The firſt that inuented this new. fcilowſhip was one 
Gil-s Hather : he carried about with him his whoꝛe cal- 
led (Ky: Calot)which was termed the -Queene of Cgip- 
ties: they goe alwentes neuer under an hundꝛed men 02 
women, cauſing their faces to be made blacke, as if they 
were Capptians : they wander vp and down the Coan- 
try as it pleaſeth them beſt, with their hoꝛſes to carry 
their baſtards and baggage alter them: and when they 
tome into any * towne, they n. couſen the 
poze 
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Agypriatts, 
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poze countrey girles, both of monev, ſiluer and the beſt 
linnen onelp in hope to heare their good foztunes tould 
them. 

Alter a certaine time that theſe vp ſtart Lofſels hay 

Read of teſe gat vnto a head; the two chiefe Commaunders of both 

in the firſt pag theſc regiments met at the Diueis-arſe-a-peake , there 
to parle and intreate of matters that might tend to the 
eſtabliſhing of this their yew found gonernment: and 

firſt of all they thinke it ttt to demiſe a certaine kind of 

canting hen language. to the end their couſenings,knaucries and vil 

brought vp. lanies might not be ſo caſtly percetued and knowne , in 
places where they tome: And this their language they 
ſpunne ont ofthꝛe other tongues, viz. Latine, Englich, 
and Dutchꝛtheſe the eſpeciallp,nothwithſtanding ſome 
few woꝛds they bozrowed of the Spamſh and French. 
They alſo gaue names to ſuch perſons of their company 
Acco2ding to the kind of life that he vndertoke : as foꝛ ex⸗ 
ample , A common begger oꝛ rogue, thev termed a Clap- 
per dudgeon, one that counterfeited the falling ſicknes, 
they termed him a counterfeit Cranke, foꝛ Cranke in 
their language is the falling ſickeneſſe, and ſo Counter⸗ 
— Cranke is the falſe falling ſickeneſſe: and ſo of the 
reſt. 

This Cocke Lorrell continued among them longer 
then any of his pꝛedeteſſours befoꝛe him, oꝛ after him:foꝛ 
he ruled almoſt (wo and twentie veares, vntil the peare 
An. Dom. 1p; ; ;. and about the ſire and twenty peare of U. 
Henry the eight.

Captaine Giles Hather firſt beganne in Anno Domini 
one thouſand frne hundꝛed twenty andeight:concerning 
whom, there is nothing made mention of but ofh's cou- 
ſonage and deceit, foꝛ theſe kinde of people liued mo2e 
quietly and out ot harme in reſpect of the other ſoꝛt, ma- 
king themſelues as ſtrangers, and would neuer put 
foꝛth themſelues in any tumult oꝛ Commotion, as the 
other ſo2t did; but what vice thev exerciſed not one 
wap, they were not infertour to them in the like, o2 ra- 
ther woꝛſe another way; ſo that what betweene them 
both, they were two peſtiſerous members in a Conv
